3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a method of producing a powder catalyst 
which requires preparing a Fine particle within a size range of 0.1 nm to 100 nm, the Fine particle 
comprising a noble metal particle and a transition metal material ; placing the fine particle on a 
porous carrier; and firing the porous carrier to provide the porous carrier having a complex part 
comprising a composite of a transition metal material and a constituent material of the porous 
carrier, the complex part supporting or depositing the noble metal particle on the complex part 
(as recited in claim 11).
